INTEROFFICE MEMO 

13 September 19^5 



TO: All Personnel 



All of you who served with the Office of Strategic Services 
were required to share responsibility for the security oi its 
operations and its personnel. Many of you signed an oath that 
you would not disclose information gained by reason of your 
employment or assignment to this agency. 

You were asked to do so because you were entrusted with highly 
classified information which pertained to the war against our 
enemies. OSS maintained an exceptional standard of security. 
You are to be congratulated on the manner in which you dis- 
charged your obligations. 

With the defeat of our enemies, the work of this organization 
is substantially completed. Accordingly, many of the reasons 
for stringent security obligations have ceased to exist. It 
is the purpose of this memorandum to modify these obligations. 

Specifically, you are hereby officially advised that verbal 
discussion, in general terms , of the following war t ime activi- 
ties of OSS is now authorized:

Permitted Disclosures 

It may be said that OSS personnel performed special reconnais- 
sance activities behind enemy lines and assisted in the train- 
ing and supplying of resistance and partisan groups, thereby 
enabling them effectively to support the Allied Armies. The 
establishment of training areas, supply bases ana transportation 
units, both in this country and overseas, were necessary to 
accomplish these objectives . 



In the field of intelligence operations, it may be indicated 
that OSS personnel engaged in the collection, analysis and dis- 
semination of information affecting all phases of enemy and 
enemy-occupied countries -- military, economic, political and 
geographical. It may be said that OSS agents, both American 
and foreign, in uniform and in civilian clothes, peneti'ated 
enemy-held territory in order to obtain this information. It 
may be explained that T-forces, in the vanguard of the Allied 
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RESTRICTED 



Armies captured documents of great military and economic value 
to the Allied cause . It may also be said that OSS personnel 
verc* assigned to the task of collecting and analyzing informa- 
tion on individuals who were engaged in subversive or intelli- 
gence operations on behalf of the enemy . 

It is permissable to explain that there we re recruited , for both 
these major functions, civilian and military experts of varied 
and diverse backgrounds . Close liaison was maintained with 
other American and Allied agencies and departments engaged in 
similar activities. 

A large staff of administrative, service and clerical personnel 
was required to emplement these activities. Special branches 
engaged in experimentation and development of arms and equipment, 
map preparation, reproduction, communications, psychological war- 
fare studies, photography and medical services, each of which 
made vital contributions to the over-all program. 

Accordingly, (but subject to the limitations outlined below) 
your own work with the- Office of Strategic Services may now be 
disclosed , orally, to your family and your friends. However, in 
spite of the fact that we have won total victory over our ene- 
mies, there remain certain facts which are not and should not 
become known to foreign governments. There are others which 
would cause embarrassment and danger to our own government, our 
allies, and to certain of our brave and courageous associates 
who hastened the hour of victory. In this connection it is 
particularly important that the identity of operational person- 
nel should not be disclostd unless they havt been publicly men- 
tioned as being connected with this organization. Accordingly, 
there shall be no mention whatsoever of any of the following: 

Forbidden Disclosures 

1 . Any activity of OSS other than that set forth under the 
permitted disclosures described above. 

2. Any information of any kind from OSS or other sources (ex- 
cept the generalized OSS information described above) which 
remains classified in the files of OSS, or, if from another 
originating agency, in the files of that agency. 

Any details of operations including Tor example, any spe- 
cial techniques, devices, methods or identity of personnel 
emnloyed in clandestine or cover operations. 




4. Any reference of any kind or chax*actei , as to th> name, 
organization, function or personnel of any of the counterparts 
of OSS in allied governments.

Although the same general policy may be followed in connection 
with stories released to the press, radio, and in connection 
with books and speeches, all mate-rial for public distribution 
must be submitted to the Director, or Reports Declassification 
Office, (or, if overseas, to the Strategic Services Officer) for 
clearance . 

At all times I afek you to bear in mind that the Office of Stra- 
tegic Services was created as a war agency , It had, and it has 
now, no other mandate. It wa3 created solely to hasten the 
defeat of our enemies. That job is done.

In order to carry out the directives of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, the Special Operations Branch of the Office of 
Strategic Services was faced with planning, organizing, and effec-

The work charged to this organization consisted prin- 
cipally of organizing of the headquarters and headquarters staff; 
acquiring, organizing, equipping, staffing and operating a 
Packing Station for the receipt, storage, packing and dispatch of 
supplies and equipment to be parachuted into enemy occupied terri- 
tory for use by resistance groups, including also a parachute 
packing, repair and modification shop; procurement and training
